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INTRODUCTION. 


The following plates require some explanation. They are copies of the 
shields represented in the Dining Hall of Powderham Castle, and are intended 
to serve both as a key to their arrangement, and also as a brief record of the 
family. 

In this, we were continually and most ably assisted by the late Sir Henry 
Ponsonby, and the late Mr. Edmund Boyle, one of the best amateur heralds of 
the present generation; indeed, it is entirely owing to them that we have been : \ 
able to represent the French line as accurately and completely as the English 
branch of the family. The plan adopted has been to start from the north-west 
corner of the room, from which the English and French lines diverge in 
opposite directions. 

The first few shields of each line are therefore necessarily the same, 
beginning with Athon, the founder of the family in the year rooo. 

The separation of the two branches took place in the time of Henry II. of 
England, when Reginald de Courtenai accompanied Queen Eleanor to England 
about 1135, and his daughter Isabella married Pierre de France, surnamed 
Florus, the son of Louis le Gros, who took the name of Courtenai, and whose 
son and grandson were Emperors of Constantinople until 1261. The upper line 
of the French side represents the elder branch of that family, while the second 
and third represent the successive Seigneurs de Champignolles and Seigneurs 
d’Arrablay and Tanlay, and de la Ferté Loupiére, who carried on the honours of 
the family until this branch of it in 1740 ended in Héléne de Courtenay, who 
married the Prince de Bauffremont. In the English branch a different plan has ~~ 
been pursued. The elder line is indeed represented throughout in the upper : ha, 
row, but at the beginning the Brionis, Barons of Okehampton, occupy the second 


line until that Barony was brought into the Courtenay family by the marriage of

Hawisa, ‘‘Lady of Okehampton,” with the afore-named Sir Reginald, temp. 
Henry IJ.; and the third line is occupied by the Redvers, Earls of Devon, as 
long as the Brionis shields last; and then by the marriage with the daughter and 
heiress of William de Redvers, in the very next generation, the Redvers family 
was, in its turn, merged in that of the Courtenays. After this, the plan has been 
to represent, in the two lower lines, the ancestry on the mother’s side for two or 
three generations in the same way wherever it has been possible. 

Several shields represent the many sons of the second Earl, who, 
by his marriage with the heiress of the Bohuns, brought Powderham to the 
Courtenays, and left it to his fifth son Philip, the direct ancestor of the present 
representatives of the family, and whose shield therefore has had to be repeated 
more than once. The Courtenays of Powderham, however, as will be seen, do 
not rise to the upper line as heads of the family until after the death, at Padua, 
of the ill-fated son of the only Courtenay Marquis of Exeter—Edward Courtenay, 
Earl of Devon, who spent more than half his life in the Tower, and died an 
exile. After this the Earldom remained long in abeyance, the head of the 
family being content to be called Sir William Courtenay of Powderham for 
nearly 300 years, though each of these Sir Williams were de jure successive 
Earls of Devon. 

It was not, however, until 1835 that the Earldom was revived, and it is a 
curious fact that the success of the attempt was mainly owing to the skill and 
patient research of my father, then Mr. Pepys—afterwards Lord Chancellor 
Cottenham. 

It is much hoped that the following pages may be studied with interest by 
many who have a taste for heraldry and genealogy, giving as they do a very 
correct outline of the history of the Courtenays, and some account of the families 
allied with them by marriage. 

In conclusion, I have the pleasure of dedicating my work, such as it is, to 


the present Earl of Devon.

The French branch of the family spelled the name KURTENAI. During the 
reign of Napoleon, a genealogist was commissioned to sendy their family his- 
tory, and a record known as Prieure Documents was published. 5

The Baptists Take Root 


Roger Williams was the founder of the Baptist faith in 
North America. Williams was born about 1603 in London. He 
received all the advantages of middle-class upbringing, including 
a university education. Williams was not happy with the life or 
the opportunities that were available in England. This dissatisfac- 
tion prompted him and his wife to seek opportunities in the new 
world. The couple arrived in Boston in February of 1631, a few 
years after the colony had been established in New England. 

Williams began his career as associate minister of the Salem 
church; and, on the death of the minister in 1634, he became the 
pastor of the church. From the beginning Williams had been in 
opposition to the teachings of the dominant church in Massachu- 
setts. His theological position had not become fixed, but he con- 
tended for “full soul liberty.” He was admonished that if he con- 
tinued in his heretical teachings he would be banished_from the ,- 

~ colony. Williams refused to give up his beliefs and was banished 
from the colony toward the end of 1635. 

The exile was a period of.hardship for Williams, as he had no 
food and no weapons with which to take game animals. He was 
without shelter and dependent upon such protection as the forest 
afforded. He would have died from hunger and exposure but for 
the hospitality of the Indians. In return for their kindness he 
learned their language and preached the gospel to them. 

In June, 1636, a group of Williams's friends joined him in the 
establishment of a colony at Providence. ‘The compact, made among 
themselves, placed the powers of the government in the consent of 
the people and reserved to each the right of conscience “which no. 
number of the major part might touch.” These provisions became 
the heart of the charter which was granted the colony in 1644 and 
have continued to be at the basis of American democratic life. In. 
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this new community the first Baptist church established in Amer- 
ica was organized in 1638. The teachings of the group met with 
resistance and persecution in New England, but the church and 
community gained in strength and numbers as the faith became 
firmly established.1 

One of the later immigrants to New England was William 
Screven of Somerton, England. Screven bought land in Kittery, 
Maine, married into a prominent family, and became a successful 
merchant. However, Screven’s financial success and political prom- 
inence did not protect him from religious persecution, and he was 
summoned before the church and tried for failure to attend serv- 
ices on the Lord’s Day. Although Screven escaped punishment for 
his absences, the established church did not win his allegiance. In 
1681 he and his wife were baptized into the membership of the 
Baptist church at Boston, which commissioned them as missionary 
laborers in Kittery. This activity brought him into conflict with 
the established church again, and on this occasion he was found 
guilty and sent to jail. After he had served his sentence, Screven 
continued his activities and was re-arrested The court decided he 
was incorrigible and banished him from the province. 

Screven chose South Carolina as his new home, probably be- 
cause he knew religious toleration existed there. From his wife’s 
family, he had received favorable reports of the colony on the Ash- 
ley River. It is also possible he knew some of the colonists who 
had come over to South Carolina from England. Screven settled 
on the west side of Pooshee or Biggin Swamp near Wampee more 
than forty miles from Charleston. He had a plantation of over 1,000 
acres, his ownership indicating that he was a man of considerable 
property. In addition to Screven there were others of like-minded 
faith in the immediate vicinity. The Charleston church has tra- 
ditionally maintained its date of organization as 1683 because of 
the connection with the emigrants from Maine. It is certain that 
there were Baptists in the colony from this early period, and that 
they began to multiply and extend their influence.? 

The Baptists in the Pee Dee River valley of South Carolina

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furnished the first Baptist migrants to Mississippi and thus are 
of especial importance in the history of Mississippi Baptists. The 
original settlers in this very fruitful and attractive agricultural area 
came from Pennsylvania. These people were of Welsh ancestry and 
had originally settled in the Welsh Tract of Delaware, then a part 
of Pennsylvania. About 1735 some of these people became inter- 
ested in the opportunities available to settlers in South Carolina. 
After an exploring expedition, a group migrated to the newly 
opened area and settled in a place called Welsh Neck. Here thirty 
of the settlers organized the Welsh Neck Baptist Church. The 
original records of this church reveal these people had been dis- 
missed from the Welsh Tract Baptist Church. They were after- 
wards joined by other migrants from this church and other Bap- 
tist communities.® 

One of the families that was of especial importance in the be- 
ginning of Baptist life in Mississippi came to Welsh Neck from 
Virginia. John G. Jones, a descendant of one of these settlers, has 
written: vw 


About the year 1743 there lived in Dinwiddie county, near Peters- 
burg, in Virginia, a newly-married couple, of Welsh descent, by the 
name of Wiltaia and Phebe Jones. Mr. Jones soon after died, leav- 
ing a young widow and an only son, by the name of John. Within a 
few years after the death of her husband Mrs. Jones married the man 
who will hereafter be known in these sketches as Richard Curtis, 
senior, by which marriage they had five sons and three daughters. 
After the marriage of Mrs. Jones to Mr. Curtis we have no very 
satisfactory knowledge of the family for about thirty years. In the 
meantime, John Jones, the son of Mrs. Curtis by her first marriage, 
had grown up to manhood, and on the 28th of June, 1768, had mar- 
ried Miss Anna Brown, daughter of Abraham Brown. At the break- 
ing out of the Revolutionary war the family was found in South 
Carolina, on the Great Peedee river, not far from the mouth of 
Black river, and about sixty miles from Charleston. .. 4 


The Welsh Neck Baptist Church was the leader in the expansion 
of the Baptist faith throughout the Pee Dee River valley. Several

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churches were established there, and a fraternal connection was 
maintained among them. On August 2, 1760, the Welsh Neck 
Church adopted a covenant which stated their relations to God 
and to each other. Under this covenant the churches maintained 
supervision over their members excluding those who did not at- 
tend services, those who were guilty of using abusive language, 
adultery, immorality, apostacy, and other sins. 

The churches had difficulty in finding pastors and were depend- 
ent upon lay leaders. The pastors received little or no compensa- 
tion for their services and had to depend upon their trades for a 
livelihood. There were also occasions when their theology did 
not please the congregations, and they had to seek churches else- 
where. It is remarkable that there was a large and influential group 
of Baptists in South Carolina in competition with the Anglican 
Church which was the established faith.® 

The Revolutionary War period was one of great disturbance 
throughout South Carolina. There was a large group of Tories who 


[ 0 fanatical in support of England, but there was an equally 


powerful and more numerous citizenry who were American pa- 
triots. The conflict of these two groups stifled the economic de- 
velopment of South Carolina and brought fear and frustration into 
many parts of the colony. It has been said there were more battles 
fought in South Carolina than in any of the thirteen colonies. In 
1779 conditions had become almost unbearable, especially when 
British forces occupied Charleston. From this-center the British be- 
gan a campaign to bring all of the colony under their control. The 


“British were eventually overcome by General Nathanael Greene 


and his forces, but the turmoil and distress created by the war were 
undoubtedly a factor in encouraging some South Carolinians to 
seek a more pleasant and orderly place in which to live.® 

Among the South Carolinians who decided to seek a new home in 
the west was the Curtis family. These people were patriots. “John 


Jones ardently espoused the cause of the Revolutionists—served in - 


three campaigns against the British and tories, under that indomi- 
table partisan warrior, Captain, afterward General, Francis Marion,

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and was in several battles, including the siege of Charleston. His 
stepfather and half-brothers, doubtless, took part in the war, but 
precisely what their services were can not now be ascertained. ...” 7 

The high esteem in which Jones was held by his neighbors is 
evident from a testimonial he carried with him to his new home. 
It reads: 


STATE OF SOUTH CAROLINA We do hereby certify to all persons 
who may inquier or be concerned that the bearer hereof, John Jones, 
of Craven County hath ben a resider in this State for this twenty 
years and hath ever shewn himself to be a well affected person to 
the caus of America and have ever retained the charrecter of an 
orderly judicious person. Certifyed by us this go day of August 1779. 
Solomon Morgin, George Nettles, George Miers, Joseph Nettles, 
Jsaim (?) Hatcher, Abraham Alquier, Daniel Dubose, captain, Zack 
Nettles, Lieut, Wm. McDowell, Robert Nettles, Chs. Warnock, 
Joshua James, Edward Sejions.® 


The Curtis family decided to establish their new homes on Cole’s 
Creek, about twenty miles above Natchez. The stories of productive 
farm lands that were free to all settlers and the peace they would 
have from the turmoil of the fratricidal strife in South Carolina 
must have made the prospects of beginning again very enticing. 
Spain had conquered the Natchez district in 1779, but the emi- 


-grants did not anticipate any difficulty from this source. , 


The route the migrants followed to their new homes was the 
familiar one used by many who were a part of the great westward 
migration. They left their homes early in 1780 and traveled to the 
Holston River. It was not a long journey, but winter weather, bad 
roads, and the poor transportation equipment available made it a 
difficult and heart-breaking trip. They arrived on the Holston in 
the early spring and immediately began the task of raising a crop 
of corn while building flatboats for the journey down the rivers 
to their new home. 

In the fall of 1780 the travelers were ready to begin their voyage. 
The party included Richard Curtis, Sr., and his wife; two brothers, 
William and Benjamin Curtis and their wives; Richard Curtis, Jr.,

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and his wife; John Courtney and John Stampley and their wives — 


(nee Hannah and Phoebe Curtis, respectively, daughters of Richard 
Curtis, Sr.); John Jones and his wife; and others whose names are 
unknown. On'the second boat were Daniel and William Ogden 
and their families, and a Mr. Perkins and his family. The records 
do not reveal the names of the occupants of the third boat. 

The emigrants knew from the experience of other travelers they 
might have trouble with the Indians. They were planning to take 
lands from the Indians and make permanent homes in the west. 
The natives did not want to give up their lands. The hostility of 
the Indians was encouraged and supported by the British. In order 
to protect themselves the emigrants always traveled in as large 
groups as possible. 

The migrants’ travel route took them down the Holston and the 
Tennessee into the Ohio and Mississippi rivers. It was along the 
upper reaches of the Tennessee and Holston rivers that they faced 
their greatest danger. This was the country of the Cherokee Indi- 
ans, and they had been faithful allies of the British during the 
Revolution. These Indians attacked the flotilla on a bend in the 
Tennessee near the mouth of the Clinch River. A description of 
the ensuing battle is given by Jones: 


All hands on board commenced a vigorous and well-directed 
defense. That the husband might be released to use his rifle on the 
assailants, Mrs. Jones put her eldest son, William, then in his 
twelfth year, at the oar, while she held up a thick, poplar stool be- 
tween him and the bullets; and it was well she did for it was pierced 
by one of the leaden missles. After it was all over, Mrs. Jones laugh-

The survivors made their way down the Tennessee, Ohio, and 
Mississippi rivers without further molestation. They landed near 
the mouth of Cole’s Creek about twenty miles above Natchez. The 
group made their way eastward along the banks of the creek in 
search of sites for their homes. The Spaniards had taken control 
of the territory in October, 1779, but they had not established an 
efficient government or any control over land sales or occupation 
by adventurers. These people were moving into an area that was 
some distance from Natchez, and they could expect very little in- 
terference from the Spanish authorities. They probably occupied 
their selected homesites without any legal sanction; or, as they were 
known on the frontier, they were “squatters.” 

The first objective of the newly arrived settlers was to earn a 
livelihood. In this new land they were dependent upon themselves 
for supplying all of their needs. As they had arrived late in 1780, 
they had several months to devote to the construction of houses 
before time to plant crops. They built for their protection the usual 
log houses from the abundant materials that were available. The 
lack of time and skilled artisans probably meant these first shelters 
were very crude, but they served their purpose. Around the cabins 
a few acres of land were cleared, and crops were planted. 

The experience of one of these settlers has been described by a 
descendant. 


Mr. Jones selected a place on the east side of the southern fork

19. Settled on Cole’s Creek:—Those who escaped on the 
first and second boats continued their journey, landing in safety 
at the mouth of Cole’s Creek about twenty miles above Natchez. 
They settled eastward and northward of the place of embarka- 
tion, within twenty miles of the Mississippi river. The major 
part’of these immigrants were Baptists, holding letters of dis- 
missal from the home church in the valley of the Pee Dee, South 
Carolina. Being pious people, and devoted to the cause of their 
Master, they kept up their family worship regularly from their 
first settlement in the new country. They soon began to hold 
“public meetings,” also, from house to house in the settlement, 
“for the purpose of reading and expounding the scriptures, ex- . 
hortation and prayer.” This latter form of worship was pro- 
hibited by the law of the District from 1781 when the Spanish 
authorities took possession, only the Catholic religion being rec- 
ognized and her services publicly tolerated. The law was not 
strictly adhered to, however, nor rigidly enforced. Hence, these 
“public meetings” were continued for some years, though with 
certain precautions, without any serious interference on the part 
of the civil authorities.

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of Cole’s Creek, not far from the former site of the now extinct 
village of Uniontown, and nearly opposite the present residence of 
Mr. Wade Harrison. Here he found rich land, luxurious range, the 
greatest abundance of beach and oakmast for hogs, a plentiful sup- 
ply of game in the woods and fish and water-fowl in the creek, with 
plenty of spring and creek water convenient for man and beast. He 
soon put up a log cabin, cut and burned the cane and undergrowth 
from a nice piece of rich and level land, felled trees on the spot, 
made rails, and fenced it in, and by doling out a scanty supply of 
seed-corn by the grain, soon had it planted and in a state of culti- 
vation. In the meantime ordinary provisions were very scarce; for 
a time bread was not to be had, but Mr. Jones, with his trusty rifle 
and with but little effort or loss of time, kept his family supplied 
with game, principally venison and wild turkey. The turkeys Mrs. 
Jones baked dry and called bread, the venison she boiled and called 
meat. These delicacies, with an occasional mess of fish fried in bear's 
oil, were the staple of their living for an indefinite period. 

By a little after mid-summer Mr. Jones found his circumstances 
much improved. He had a couple of horses, a start in the way of 
hogs and a few head of cattle, among which was one cow that gave 
his family a moderate supply of milk. His luxurious corn was getting 
into roasting ears, and had already been tasted with great delight by 
the children; and had it not been for the proximity of the stealthy, 
thieving and murderous Indians he might have felt that ‘the lines 
had fallen to him in a pleasant place, and that God had given him 
a goodly heritage.’ But this was the absorbing trouble. The settle- 
ment on the Ogden Grant was breaking up and concentrating 
around Natchez for protection. Already the bands of roving savages 
had given unmistakable evidence of their intention to depredate on 
the Cole’s Creek settlements as soon as the prospects for plunder be- 
came sufficiently inviting. In view of the threatening danger the 
settlers were vigilant in their reconnaissances, and had an under- 
standing among themselves that he who first discovered the probable 
presence of hostile savages should immediately give the alarm to his 
nearest neighbors, and they, in turn, to others, until the whole com- 
munity should hear of the impending danger. In the meantime the 
women and children were to be taken immediately to Natchez and 
placed under the protection of the small garrison at Fort Rosalie, 
while the men were to return and punish or drive off the Indians, 
as circumstances indicated. Mr. Jones came near being overtaken 
in his new home by a band of these lawless marauders. Having evi-

dence of the presence of Indians in the neighborhood, and not 
knowing at what moment they might make their attack, he re- 
quested his wife to take the children and hide among the spurs of 
the cane-ridges, near the creek, until he could get the horses ready 
for their escape to Natchez. Mrs. Jones, after hastily collecting a few 
articles of wearing apparel, took her children and fled to a place of 
concealment; but moments seemed to her as hours in her lonely 
retreat. ‘What can keep Mr. Jones so long? Is it not possible that he 
is already tomahawked or captured?’ were questions that incessantly 
revolved in her mind. She could bear the painful suspense no longer; 
she must go near enough to see, and, intrusting the older children 
to take care of the younger and to be quiet, she ventured to the 
crest of the ridge and was greatly relieved at seeing her husband in 
the act of starting. She turned hastily back to get the children ready, 
but in the excitement of the moment she missed her way, so that it 
was with difficulty she found the place of their concealment by the 
time her husband came up. They made good their retreat to Nat- 
chez that night, and early next morning Mr. Jones and John Court- 
ney, his brother-in-law, returned as scouts to reconnoiter. When 
they got near his improvement they saw that the Indians had 
broken down a large portion of his corn, which was just getting 
into roasting-ears, and had killed his only milk cow. Venturing a 
little nearer they saw them in the act of emptying the feather beds, 
which had been brought all the way from South Carolina, to avail 
themselves of the cases. Seeing they were too far outnumbered to 
risk an attack they retreated. 

Mr. Jones immediately abandoned his frontier settlement and re- 
moved to Fairchild’s creek,.. . .1° 


This patriotic band of Americans was living in an area conquered 
by Spain during the Revolutionary War but which was ceded to the 
United States by the Treaty of Peace of 1783 with Great Britain. 
England was aware of the fact that she was creating a conflict be- 
tween her former colonies and one of the states that had given 
them indirect support during the war. Spain was determined to 
hold the territories she had captured because of their intrinsic 
worth and because they afforded protection for her holdings south 
of the gist parallel and the great Louisiana territory west of the 
river. The basic Spanish policy was to win the loyalty of those who

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resided in the territory and to increase the migration of Americans 
into the Ohio and Mississippi river valleys. The Spanish modified 
their traditional colonial policy by permitting the toleration of 
heretics, the admission of foreign immigrants, and the granting of 
a considerable degree of commercial freedom. These policies failed 
to win the allegiance of the settlers in the Natchez region. 

When it became apparent that Spain would become embroiled 
in war with Great Britain, the government decided it would be to 
the best interest of Spain to reach an amicable agreement with the 
United States on the southern boundary and other questions of 
especial interest to the west. The Treaty of San Lorenzo, 1795, fixed 
the southern boundary of the United States at the gist parallel. 
The actual transfer of the territory to United States sovereignty 
was not made until March, 1798. 

The first protestant settlement in the Old Natchez region was 
established at Kingston, about sixteen miles southeast of Natchez 
in 1773- The community flourished and a Congregational church 
was established. In 1781; the Indians became hostile and forced the 
abandonment of the settlement. Many of these people later became 
members of other churches, several of them joining the Baptist 
church. 

The official policy of the Spanish government was to permit the 
private exercise of protestant religion but to prohibit any public 
worship. Governor Gayoso thought this policy very helpful and 
stated that the protestants were being won over gradually to Roman 
Catholicism. Governor Gayoso declared their conversion “would 
have progressed more rapidly but for the character of the Irish 
priests at Natchez, one of whom did not preach a public sermon 
in the whole period of his ministry, while the other preached only 
too often on the grievous sin of tolerating heretics.”’ 11 

The conditions prevailing in 1791 thus had some favorable as- 
pects for the establishment of formal Baptist religious worship. A 
group of seven people met at Sister Stampley’s home on Cole’s 
Creek in what is now (1970) Jefferson County to organize them- 
selves for religious worship.

Ealiff Lanier is the only one of this group 
whose name does not appear in the list of those making the journey 
from South Carolina in 1780. A more remarkable situation is that 
several people should seemingly have been included among the 
charter members whose names are missing. The wives of the male 
members are not mentioned and the husband of Margaret Stamp- 
ley is not included. It seems from other evidence that Margaret 
Stampley’s husband had died, but his case is unlikely to have been 
true of the wives of all of the male members. 

A Spanish census taken in 1792 contains some facts about three 
of the charter members of the pioneer group that reveal the con- 
ditions under which they were living.18 Margaret Stampley re- 
ported she owned no land and that there was one man, one woman, 
and one female Negro in her household. Her property consisted 
of one horse, eighteen cows, nine swine, seventy bushels of corn, 
and two guns. The male in the household was of military age. 

John Jones reported owning four hundred acres of land. There 
were five men and four women in the household. He owned three 
horses, twenty cows, twenty swine, one hundred bushels of corn, 
and two guns. One male child had been born recently, and there 
were three males of military age. 

William Thomas [Thompson] owned no land. There were three 
men and three women in the household. His property consisted of 
two horses, eight cows, twenty swine, and one hundred bushels of 
corn. One female had been born recently, and only one male was 
of military age. 

There were only three of the original seven pioneers listed in 
the census. It is probable the entire group was in a somewhat similar 
economic condition. The names of none of this heroic band appear 
in the official correspondence of either the Spanish or American 
authorities involved with the administration of the area during the 
period. It was certainly unlikely that any of the original seven was 
numbered among the great landowners of the period holding thou-

Thank you for the copies of the news er obituaries for my great grand- 
parents, John Graham and Mary Jane (Courtney) Parker. The notice in the Moss 
Point Advertiser for Mary J. Parker is in error as to the cemetery. Her death 
certificate in Jackson says she was buried in the Roberts Cemetery. This was 
a@ puzzle to me since family members had told me she was buried beside John G. 
Parker in the Latter Day Saints Cemetery. If this cemetery was once called 
the Roberts Cemetery then the question I had is answered. 

I went to the cemetery on June 21, with two people who had attended John 
G. Parker's funeral in 1939, and with Mr. Hendrick Brentz of Escatawpa, a 
member of the Latter Day Saints Church, who has a chart showing, to the best 
of the Church's knowledge, who is buried there and where they are located. If 
you are updating your cemetery records, you may want to contact him. His 
phone is 75-2838. We located both of these grave sites and plan to put 
markers on them. 

My other great grandparents, Charles C. and Martha (Watters) Hester, are 
buried in the Ferrell Cemetery in Escatawpa in unmarked graves. I have been to 
this cemetery with people who were at the funeral of Charles Hester in 195}. 
None of them are sure of the location of the graves. I think I know which 
ones they are, but without being certain I hesitate to put markers on them. 

On another subject, Arnold Parker sent me a copy of an article Mary Rouse 
wrote on the James Courtney-Nancy Havard family. In the article, one of their 
sons is identified as Jesse Courtney who married Lucy ? and their children 
are unknown. I may be able to help on this one. Lucy seems to be Lucy McDow- 
ell daughter of Joseph and Martha (Parker) McDowell. This Martha Parker is 
the daughter of Lewis Parker and the grand daughter of Hubbard Parker. Jesse 
and Lucy (McDowell) Courtney had children as follows:

he published in pamphlet form a collection of hymns for distribution 
among the churches. 

David Cooper, who lived at Woodville, in Wilkinson County, Mis- 
sissippi, was an ordained Baptist mmiiister~and was also a practicing 
physician. In 1817, in a letter to the corresponding secretary of the 
Board of the Triennial Convention, he indicated that he was probably 
the first minister to preach in the Feliciana area of West Florida, in 
the vicinity of St. Francisville. He wrote with characteristic humility: 
“Tt is a large and populous settlement, almost entirely destitute of the 
gospel, except the little attention they have received from your un- 
worthy servant, and is, of course, good missionary ground,” 28 Dr, 
Cooper came to Mississippi from South Carolina about 1802. In the 
Peedee section of South Carolina he owned the land on which the 
first meeting house of the Ebenezer Church (Jeffreys Creek) was 
erected. That church was among the first in the area, and Cooper 
was its pastor for a brief period prior to 1802. Between 1796 and 1798 
he was pastor of the Welsh Neck Church in the Peedee area. Its 
members agreed “to raise what they conveniently could by subscrip- 
tion” for his services on the second Saturday and Sunday of each 
month. Cooper was active in the Charleston Association; he helped 
to constitute Black Creek Church in 1798 and shortly afterward helped 
to ordain’the pastor of that church.29 After coming to Mississippi, 
he engaged actively in evangelistic and pastoral work and served as 
a missionary doctor in Mississippi and Louisiana. He helped_to_or- 
ganize the Mississippi Association. During his latter years he was 
married to the widow of William C. C. Claiborne, the territorial 
governor and first elected governor of the state of Louisiana. Cooper 
died in 1830. 

Dr. Cooper left a rich missionary legacy to the Baptist people of 
Louisiana. He made trails where none had traveled before. Arising 
before dawn for an early start, he crept along from Woodville to the 
Feliciana country, a distance of about thirty miles, at a rate of perhaps 
four miles per hour. Astride his horse, with saddle bags in place, 
sometimes singing hymns as he jogged along, sometimes dozing, some- 
times coaxing his steed with a few words of encouragement, some- 
times praying or exhorting in preparation for the awesome experience 
ahead, he completed the journey in about eight hours, alone except 
for his horse and the good Lord.

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Somewhat less conspicuous, though by no means less significant, 
was the ministry of Moses Hadley, who came to Mississippi from 
South Carolina between 1802 and 1806. At the end of the eighteenth 
century he was pastor of Pipe Creek Church of Regular Baptists in 
the Low Country of South Carolina. At the opening of the nineteenth 
century he served as pastor of Black Swamp Church in South aperee 
which under his ministry experienced a remarkable revival in 1802. 
Hadley settled in Wilkinson County, Mississippi, where he labored 
until his death in 1818. He participated in the constitution of the 
Mississippi Association. Benign and devoid of insalubrity, he Saspited 
the worthy emulation of his colleagues. His influence upon early 
Baptist life in Louisiana was consequential. oo 

About the time that Moses Hadley moved to Mississippi, or perhaps 
a little later, Ezra Courtney left South Carolina and settled in Amite 
County, Mississippi. He evidently could not have arrived in stipe 
sippi, nor could he have begun to preach in Louisiana, as early < 
previous historians have declared. Members of the Courtney an 
Curtis families were related. Both families were in the organization 
of the Salem Church, the first in Mississippi. John Courtney i 
probably Ezra Courtney’s father. John was married to~the-sister o 
Richard Curtis, Jr., the first pastor of the Salem Church. Members 
of both families, including John Courtney and Richard Curtis, Jr., 
moved to Amite County prior to 1810. This very likely accounts for 
Ezra Courtney's decision to migrate to Amite County. He lived in 
modest circumstances, as did most of the Curtises and Courtneys, all 
of his life. He owned one slave, probably a household servant, in 1810. 

In South Carolina, Courtney was a member of the Ebenezer — 

(Jeffreys Creek) in the Peedee section. This church was in Ss 
Charleston Association, which maintained a fund to render financia 
assistance to needy young ministers who wished to secure a ministerial 
education. In 1803 the church recommended Courtney as a worthy 
applicant for assistance, and during that year the spprapriate com- 
mittee of the association conferred with him, approved the recom- 
mendation, and voted to continue his assistance from the fund through 
the following year. He attended an academy conducted by John M. 
Roberts at Stateburgh.*! His education, of course, was limited. eines 
David Cooper was pastor of Courtney’s home church prior to oo. 
ney’s admission to the academy, the two presumably were well ac-

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quainted; and it was probably during Cooper's pastorate that Courtney 
was licensed to preach. 

Under these conditions, Ezra Courtney did not enter Mississippi 
in 1802 but obviously came later, very likely late in 1805 or early in 
1806. A convincing argument favoring the later date, in addition to 
the known fact that Courtney attended the Roberts Academy during 
the earlier period, is the improbability that Courtney would have 
remained very long in a community without either uniting with the 
nearest church or promoting the organization of a church in his com- 
munity. According to extant records, he and his wife Elizabeth re- 
mained in fellowship with their home church in South Carolina until 
they became charter members of a church organized in Amite County, 
Mississippi. They joined in the new organization on the basis of letters 
of recommendation from the Ebenezer Church ( Jeffreys Creek) in 
South Carolina. The new church was also named Ebenezer, a good 
Bible name for a church in the wilderness, doubtless chosen in honor 
of the old home church in South Carolina. Ebenezer Church, in 
Amite County, Mississippi—just north of the Louisiana line—was con- 
stituted with eleven members on May 9, 1806, by Richard Curtis, 
Thomas Mercer, James Courtney (from South Carolina), and others. 
John Courtney was a charter member. Still in existence, Ebenezer 
Church is situated perhaps twelve or fifteen miles southeast of 
Centreville, Mississippi, and about the same distance northeast of 
Clinton, Louisiana. This church ordained Ezra Courtney on July 25, 
1806, and in the following November called him as pastor.*? He 
was one of the organizers of the Mississippi Association in 1806 and 
represented Ebenezer Church at the initial session. It was during his 
pastorate at Ebenezer that Courtney journeyed a few miles south 
across the border into Louisiana and preached at American settlements 
in West Florida. There can be little doubt that he did this at great 
sacrifice or that he endured persecution in the course of such efforts. 

With reference to the primal days of Baptists in the frontier areas 
of Mississippi and Louisiana, it is more a caricature than a portrait 
to draw the picture that was drawn by one not long removed from 
the scene: “Gospel seed was never sown upon a more ungracious 
and unproductive soil,” 33 True, the harvest at first was not plentiful; 
but when planted, in time it brought forth fruit a hundredfold.

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HALF MOON BLUFF: THE FIRST CHURCH 


Under the otherwise favorable conditions that prevailed, such as 
relatively numerous Baptist population and the comparative 
ability of ministers, a Baptist church could have been constitu e 
much earlier in West Florida if that area had fallen into American 
hands sooner. Contrary to expectation, the first rouy of Baptists to 
organize a church in what is now the state of Louisiana appeare 
virtually unannounced and unnoticed in an isolated area on the Bogue 
Chitto River in the remote northeastern corner of the Florida Parishes, 


about seven or eight miles south of the Missi t boundary and 


just a few miles northwest of the present Franklinton, in what is now 
Washington Parish. As early as 1811, at the annual epee on 
Mississippi Association, the Bogue Chitto group asked for raterna 
assistance in the organization of a church. Accordingly, the association 
chose David Cooper and Thomas Mercer to help the Baptist people 
at Bogue Chitto and to organize a church if they deemed it cn 
pedient.” *4 In the absence of evidence to the contrary, it is es 
assumption that these two men carried out the mission assigns to 
them. They found, however, that it was not “expedient” to organize 
the church immediately; or for an unknown, though doubtless to ee 
an acceptable, reason they did not act with dispatch but rem ; 
In any event the constitution of the church was delayed a fu tsi 
According to a long-standing tradition without substantial con: age 
tion, it was organized on October 12, 1812. A few days later i 
affiliated with the Mississippi Association.?® This church adopted the 
name Half Moon Bluff Baptist Church. The name Half oe 
was geographical rather than Biblical, its origin being the sens ‘a 
the church on a tiny bluff overlooking a tiny stream, the Seana 
of the Bogue Chitto River at that place suggesting the : ats ) 
a half-moon.

of the early churches were the fruit of independent local efforts y 
transplanted South Carolinians.

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sippi, it had already been “gathered” when the association heard about 
it; thus, in effect, the church existed before the formal ceremonies of 
constitution gave it status. Because the church desired recognition, 
fraternal accord, and affiliation with the association, it sought through 
a courtesy extended by the association to authenticate what already 
existed, This in no way derogates from the acknowledged missionary 
zeal of the Mississippi Association since its inception; rather, it places 
in perspective and in line with known facts the authentic history of 
the first Baptist church on Louisiana soil. 

It was not exceptional for the association to take the lead in con- 
stituting churches, In fact it also ordained ministers and otherwise 
appeared at times to intrude upon what would now be considered 
the proper concern only of the local churches. This extraordinary 
role of the association was gradually abandoned. Concurrence in the 
heretofore popular opinion that the Mississippi Association was a 
“mother” to the early churches in Louisiana is somewhat wide of the 
mark. Perhaps more to the point—to continue figuratively—it was 
at best a rather indifferent stepmother and at worst an improvident 
foster mother. This is not a great scandal if due weight is given to 
the predicament of the Mississippi Association during the early years 
of Baptist development in Louisiana: it was in its tender years, com- 
prised only a handful of straggly churches, and was long the only 
association within a radius of hundreds of miles; its churches 
wrestled with their own problems and struggled to survive under 
primitive conditions; its ministers were almost exclusively men of 
modest means who were compelled to farm or to pursue other voca- 
tions in order to provide for themselves and their families; and it 
constantly labored against the hindrance of difficulties in communi- 
cation and travel. 

Left to their own resources, therefore, the members of Half Moon 
Bluff soon erected a church building. In later years, long after its 
dissolution, at least two persons who had seen the building gave 
remarkably similar descriptions of it. A rustic log structure of modest 
proportions and starkly simple in its appointments, it was typical 
of the first meeting houses on the frontier, with a dirt floor, a mud 
chimney, and puncheon benches. This building was also used by 
the community as a school house; and, after the extinction of the 
church, it survived for a time as a saddlery. 

Half Moon Bluff was never a large or influential church, nor did 
it transmit much by way of a visible heritage. From the outset it 
maintained a good relationship with the association, In 1814 it 
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notified the Mississippi Association that it had unchurched Robert 


Smith, a minister, on charges of un-Christian conduct. Although the | 


association concurred, by 1816 Smith had been reinstated and 
preached at the annual meeting of that body. 

In 1812, Joseph Lewis and Joseph Erwin represented Half Moon 
Bluff at the association; in 1813, Nathan Morris; and in 1814, 
Nathan Morris, Joseph Lewis, and Lofton Fairchilds. Erwin owned 
the property on which the church was built and Lewis lived on the 
west side of the Bogue Chitto River opposite the church. The Lewis 
and Morris families were related through intermarriage. This union 
later took in members of the Erwin family. Baptist ministers in both 
the Lewis and the Morris families were closely identified with the 
early growth of Baptist work in Mississippi and Louisiana, their 
families being scattered widely over southern Mississippi and the 
Florida Parishes of Louisiana.*® 

Joseph Lewis, who was surely a charter member of Half Moon 
Bluff Church, might have been the first pastor of that church. It is 
known that some years later a man having that name resided at 
what is now Lexie, Mississippi, south of Tylertown and perhaps 
fifteen miles from Half Moon Bluff; that for many years he was pas- 
tor of New Zion Church, east of Osyka, Mississippi, just above the 
Louisiana line; and that his son having the same name succeeded 
him in that pastorate.3?7 Of no little interest is the fact that Miss 
Ruby May Lewis, a descendant of this family, was born in 1890 
at Lewiston, in Tangipahoa Parish, not more than twenty miles 
from the site of Half Moon Bluff Church. Baptized and spiritually 
nurtured by the Spring Creek Church, east of Kentwood, she served 
from 1925 until 1954 as a missionary of the Louisiana Baptist Con- 
vention to the Italians at Independence, in her native parish. 

Moreover, it is well established that Nathan Morris, who was 
related to Joseph Lewis by marriage, was a member of Half Moon 
Bluff Church for many years, apparently even after he moved to 
Pike County, Mississippi, where he was living at least as early as 
1816. He probably lived at Half Moon Bluff prior to this. Between 
1813 and 1822 he was pastor at Half Moon Bluff and in 1818 served 
briefly as a missionary in the eastern portion of West Florida. If 
that honor is not accorded Joseph Lewis, then it seems likely that

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Nathan Morris was the first pastor of the Half Moon Bluff 
Church.38 Of Welsh descent, the Morris family had long resided 
in the Peedee section of South Carolina when in 1802 Nathan at- 
tended the Charleston Association as a representative from the Beauty 
Spot Church.’® Shortly afterward he and other members of the Wil- 
liam Morris family moved to the frontier, settling in southern Missis- 
sippi and the Florida Parishes of Louisiana during the territorial 
period. From 1816 until 1822 Nathan Morris served as pastor of the 
Silver Creek Church in Pike County, Mississppi, about fifteen miles 
northwest of the Half Moon Bluff Church.*° In the year following 
his resignation he declined another call from the Silver Creek Church, 
and again in 1824 he refused to resume this pastorate because the 
church neglected its financial obligations. After leaving that commu- 
nity he attended the Mississippi Association in 1831 as a fraternal 
representative from the Union Association. Later he was accidentally 
killed, probably on Christmas Eve, during a celebration by some 
youths who were following a frontier custom of firing gunpowder on a 
blacksmith’s anvil. Two of Nathan’s close kinsmen and contemporaries 
were also Baptist ministers: one called Nathan Morris, Jr., and another 
named Joseph Morris, who was among the first officers—a_ vice- 
president—of the Mississippi Convention, organized in 1836. Ben- 
jamin Morris, Nathan’s brother, was an ancestor of the late James 
Polk Morris, Sr. (1879-1963), a prominent merchant and civic 
leader who was for twenty years treasurer and for forty years a 
deacon of the First Baptist Church of Kentwood, in Tangipahoa 
Parish. His son, James Polk Morris, Jr., now serves that church as 


a deacon.

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In 1820 Half Moon Bluff Church, along with others, left the 
Mississippi Association and went into the organization of the Pearl 
River Association. With the rapid organization of new churches, 
the shifting of population, and the inevitable changes in the struc- 
ture of the community, Half Moon Bluff rapidly declined after 
1820 and apparently became extinct by 1830. Shortly after the Civil 
War a new church by the same name was constituted and held meet- 
ings some distance east of the original site. No historical continuity 
between the two organizations can be demonstrated. In 1869, the 
new Half Moon Bluff Church, then in the Hobolochitto Association 
and listing Franklinton as its post office address, reported two bap- 
tisms, a net increase of one, and a total membership of seventeen.‘2 
In the early 1870's other churches absorbed the second Half Moon 
Bluff, with the present First Baptist Church of Franklinton likely 
being the principal heir to the remains of that organization. 

Marking the one hundredth anniversary of organized Baptist 
work in Louisiana, the Louisiana Baptist Convention in 1912 noted 
the historic significance of the then long extinct Half Moon Bluff 
Church. Interested Baptists erected a monument on the abandoned 
site. In recent years a historical marker was placed along the state 
highway about half a mile from the site. When in 1962 the Con- 
vention observed the sesquicentennial of Louisiana Baptists, a 
feature of the ceremonies included a pilgrimage to the spot where 
once stood the first Baptist church in Louisiana.

Although the actual organization of a Baptist church in the 
Florida Parishes antedated a similar achievement west of the Mis- 
sissippi River by one month, the groundwork for such an organiza- 
tion was undertaken considerably earlier west of the river. There a 
saga unfolded which in its particulars was at once pathetic and 
inspirational. In both areas the conditions that brought forth a 
church were much the same: Baptist frontier settlers first estab- 
lished their homes and then looked to the establishment of a church 
in the community; a minister among them took the initiative and 
worked independently as a missionary evangelist; and the Baptist 
community valued recognition and sought acceptance from the

THE CURTIS. BAND OF BAPTISTS:--There were doit Tite in, those days 
in South Carolinz, along the course of the Great Pee Dee River, near 
the mouth of the Hlack River, about sixty miles from Charleston, a

After reaching 
the Holston river in the northeast corner of Tennessee, they paused for 
the summer to build their boats and to raise a crop of corn in pre- : 
paration for descent by water. ; 


FERILOUS DESCENT OF TH! RIVERS;---In the early fall of 1780, after 
the river had attained sufficient depth for their rafts, these adventurers 
committed themselves and all their earthly possessions to three large, 
but well-built flat boats and started on their perilous journey. The 
route Jay through the territory occupied by the belligerent Cherokee 
‘Indians who Iurked in ambush along the narrows, shoals and sudden «.turns 
of the Holston,Tennessee,. Ohio, and Mississippi rivers,—_determined.to 
allow none of the "pale faces" to pass without obstinate resistence. 

The voyagers kept constant watch for the approach of -the stealthy foe, 
ready to defend themselves with the linited implements of warfare that 
their circumstances would allow. Yor mtual protection they had agreed 
to float 2s near each other as they conveniently could. In the foremost 
boat were Richard Curtis 5r. and wife end immediate farily including 
John Jones and fawily, and their sons and daughters and their families. 

’ On the second boat were tuo brothers, Daniel and ‘illianm Ogden and their 
families, and Mr. Perkins and his family. The records. do not reveal the 
names of the occupants of the third boat. Smallpox broke out on the last 
named boat, and it was required to float a few hundred yards in the rear 
and to occupy a different landing at night to prevent the contegion from 


spreading to the, other boats. 


ATTACKED BY INDIANS:---Fror several days they traveled unmolested,

Hanoah Courtney was grazed.on the head by a-ball, and Jonathan Curtis 
was slightly wounded on the wrist, but, so far as the writer knows, no

"The excited and blookthirsty savages now directed their whole --=+ | 
force to the capture of the third boat, and as it was passing through 
the narrows, they boarded it in‘full force and massacred all on board 
except one lady, whom they retained as a captive about three years, until 
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by treaty, she was restored to her friends. But this was a dearly 

bought victory to the Cherokees, for, either from the captured lady 

or the clothing and other articles taken from the boat, they con- 

tracted the smallpox, which passed through their villages like the 
destroying angel, until multitudes of them died. When suffering © 

from the raging fever and thirst occasioned by the terrible epidemic, 

they sought relief by lying in ‘the waters of the Tennessee, which : 
only made it the more fatal. Their descendants have to this day a aa 
traditionel horror of that terrible pestilence." Pe 


SETTLED ON COLE'S CREEK:--+-Those who escaped on the first and 

second boats continued their journey, landing in safety at the mouth a) 
‘of Cole's Creek about twenty wiles above Hatchez. They settled east- 
ward and northward of the place of embarkation, within twenty miles 

of the Mississippi river. The major part of these inmigrants were 
Baptist,.holding-letters of dismissal from the home church-in the valley - 
of the Pee-Dee,-.South Carolina. ..Being pious people,-and devoted. to 

the cause of their Master, they kept up their family worship regularly 
from their first settlement in the new country. They soon began to 

hold "public meetings," also, from house to house in the settlement, 

"for the purpose of reading and expounding the scriptures; exhortation 
and prayer." This latter form of worship was prohibited by the law of 
the District from 1781 when the Spanish authorities took possession, 

only the Catholic religion being recognized and her services publicly 
tolerated.

The Courtneys, or Courtenays, as the name haa aometimes been spelled, 
trace their beginnings to Normandy, a section of northwestern France. Ac- 
cording to Miss Evelyn Cockrell, who lived in Thomasville, Georgia, and was 
related to the family, there was a village in Nornandy named asurinsy. Sho. 
clained to have visited thé place before World War Ii. 


The first Courtney of which there is record in England, say the Falberts, 
historiographers in Bath, Chico, cane to England with Willing, thé Conqusror, 
in 1066, The Farls of Devon belonged to this family. Hugh Courtney, Parl. of 
Devon, married Margaret, the daughter of Edward 1. Their son, Willian 
Courtney (1340 —- 1596) became Chancellor of England and Archbishop of Wick- 
liffe. Mrs, Hajhert says thet another "Courtney was made Earl of Devon by 
Queen Mary in 15440," lume, the British hiatorian, says "....he wis nearly 
allied to the crowm, having received overtures from the queen," Ha did nat 
marry her, however, because "... he was enamoured with her sister, LDlizabeth," 
later Elizabeth I of England. 


The first Courtney to which our family can definitely trace ancestry 
is Robert Courtney. His wife was named Hannah. The Baptist Encyclopedia, 
in speaking of Ezra Courtney, suggests that Robert Courtney came from 
Pennyslvania. Our first record, however, places him in King and Queen 
County, Virginia, where his oldest’ son, John, was born in 1744, 


Robert Courtney was an influential member of the Episcopal Church and 
brought up his fomily in the state church, His son, John Courtney, was ap- 
prenticed to a carpenter, but after becoming a Baptist, he became a Baptist 
minister. John Courtney became pastor of the Baptist Church in Richmond, 
Virginia, in 1788 and served the church until his death,

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This Jamea Courtney fought in the American Revolution. His 
pension states that he lived in South Carolina, Clarke County, 
Alabama, Georgia and Simpson County, Miesissippi. He was a Baptist 
and helped in the organization of Bassett's Creek Baptist Church, 
Clarke County, Alabama, 1810, and Eleanush Baptist Church in the 
fame area in 1817. 


Mr. Sam Ball, whose step-mother was Jang @TEBna whose father, 
Henry Augustus Ball, lived 104 yeara, told me that James Courtney first 
cane to Mississippi abcut 1793 and settled on the west side cf the 
Pascagoula River not far from the mouth of Cedar Creek. 


Mr. Ball and my gréndfather, Phillip B. Courtney, Eave both told 
me that when Congress organized the Mississippi Territory in 1798, and 
the southern boundary was set at the Flat parallel, it was discovered 
that James Courtney's estate was in Spanish Weet Florida, and that to 
keen title to his Land, he went to Fenracola, then the seat of govern- 
nent for Spanish West Plerida, and obtaired a land grant. This seems 
likely since es late as 1946, the place was still called the Courtney 
Grant and belonged to Dancely Luaber Co. of Moss Point, Mississippi. 


The Gensus of 1810 pute James Courtney and his son, Robert, in 
Mississippi at the time of the census. He moved to Clarke County, fia. 
about 1814. He died in Simpson County, Mississippi, July 10, 1846, 


Jamea Courtney, the son of James Courtney and Elishatth Laws, 
was born in Craven County, South Carolina, September 13, 1801. This 
date comes’ from the 1850 census. It is out of harmony with the date 
in the Family Bible, a picture of which is attached to these materials. 
A close look at the Bible, however, reveals that the date of birth has 
been changed three times. It was listed 1799, 1802, and 1803, We have 
settled on the date 1801, hecause it was the date given by James Courtney 
to the census taker, 


James Courtney's wife was Nancy. The 1850 census tells us they 
were married in South Carolina in 1820. When this James Courtney came 
to Miesiesippi is not clear. Very likely, the older James Courtney 
moved his family to Mississippi soon after James was born, It would 
appear that he and his aon, Robert, settled the place, clasred a farm, 
and after a few years moved Elishdbéhand the other children to Miss- 
dssippi. #lishatith died, probably, in 1808, When the older James 
Gourtney married Ann Giles in 1810, the older children, some of them 
more than likely married, atayed on the place, James with them. Pro- 
bably on a visit to South Carolina in 1820, the younger James met Nancy, 

married her, and brought her back to Mississippi.

James Courtney lived on the old Courtney Grant, 60 far as we know, 
all of his life. Stories from our grandfather, Phillip B. Courtney, and 
from Mr.-Sam Ball, his step-grandson, tell us that he was a man of 
great courage and physical prowess. In the 1820's, as a part of a 4th 
of July celebration, he fought the French boxing champion in New Orleans.

' Although in terms of time Charles Courtney is much closer to us than 
his fether, not mach is known about him. He died in 1862 from wounds re- 
ceived at Shiloh during the War Between the States. Grandfather, Fhillip 
B, (Clip) Courtney, could not remember him, although he told us that he could 
remember the family's tallcing of the "Surrender" (Appamatox) which came 
year later. 7 


After Charles Courtney's death in 1862, nis wife, Lucinda, moved with 
her children to the western part’ of Washington County, Alabama, to be near 
her family. Grandfather Courtney, (Clip), remembered the move. ‘They walked 

_the entire distance, about 70 miles, carrying their few possessions with them. 
They were forced to walk because all of their livestock had been killed or 
stolen by Federal troops, who had raided the area. 


The place where they settled is now }mown as the Jim Courtney Place. 
The oldest son lived on the place after his mother, Lucinda, died. The 
first house where Lucinda lived with her children was about half way and on 
the east: side of the road that runs from the Jim Courtney place to the Elisha 
Courtney Place. Lucinda's grave is in the Grimes Cemetery, and her marker 
reads, "Lucinda,’ wifsiof ‘Charlés"Couttney, added Oct.:-8, 1894, agalabdit 59 yre.l! 


Phillip Bruner Courtney (my grandfather) was born March 12, 1857, in the 
game general area as his father, Charles. The old place was in what is now 
George County, Mississippi, not a great distance from Bendale. James Monroe 
Courtney's grave marker states that he was born November 40, .1857. When con- 
pared with the date of Phillip's birth, it is obvious that one of them is in 
error. ‘Tnis accounts for my listing Uneie Jim's date of birth in 1855. 

Phillip Bruner Courtney (Clip) married Sarah Elzada Beasley, (b. Jan, 74, 
1873) the daughter of Charles Beasley and Sarah Odelia Crawley Beasley in 1889. 
Her brothers were John Edward Beasley, Charles Ellis Beasley, and Henry Thomas 
Beasley. 


Clip and Flzada settled what is now known as the Pete Williams Place at 
the time of their marriage. It is located in the northeastern part of Greene 


County, Mississippi, not very far from the Alabama state line. They bought 
the land from the railroad, 


About 1895, they homesteaded the old Clip Courtney Place, a mile north 
of Burbank, Alabama, Sold the place in Mississippi to Pete Williams and moved 
to the new place. They built two houses on the place, The first was still 
being used f r storaie cnet I was a hoy. The second house. burned March 23, 
1931, and ipa, Grandma, and Underwood moved to the house on the Beasley 
Place which adjoined their place and belonged to them. ,

Rufus Edward ee was born December 17, 1895. He married Nettie 
Viola Williams, the daughter of Jamea Edward Williams, April 12, 1915. They 
lived in the community around Burtank, Alabama, and in Mobile, Alabama until 
January 1, 1937, at which time they bought the place where Buddy (Lester Leo) 
Courtney now lives near Neely, Mississippi, and moved there. During the 
early years of their marriage, Rufus farmed, worked as a carpenter, and ran 
a store. The store failed in 1930 during the Great Depression, . 


At the Neely Place they were farmers, worked turpentine, and’ had a 
store in Neely. During the time of World War II, they lived in Mohile, Ala. 
where they owned and operated grocery stores, After the wer, they noved 
back to the place near Neely and owned and operated a General Merchandise 
business in Neely.

They were married in Indiana in 1833 and 
migrated to Greene County, MS about 1840. 
Susan was the daughter of Joanna Smith 
and the Honorable Estes Howe. Joanna was 
born in Hadley, MA. Her forefather, Lt. 
Samuel Smith, born in 1602, and Elizabeth, 
his wife, sailed on the ship ELIZABETH 
from Ipswitch to Salem, MA, leaving April 
80, 1634. He settled in Withersfield, CT and 
later in Hadley where he held important of- 
fices in church and state. He is one of the 
Founders granted land there by the General 
Council in 1661. 

Susan’s father graduated from 
Dartsmouth and was a lawyer, merchant 
and a democratic politician. The Honorable 
Estes Howe practiced law first in Sutton, 
MA and then in Albany, New York, where 
he was a merchant, councillor, and recorder 
of the city of Albany 1821-1825. He died in 
Albany Dec. 25, 1827 at the age of 48. He 
is buried in Belchertown, MA. 

His father is the Dr. Estes Howe, his 
mother Susannah Dwight. Dr. Howe serv- 
ed in the Revolutionary war as a surgeon. 
He graduated fron Harvard, lived and prac- 
ticed medicine, and raised his family in 
Belchertown, MA where he is an original 
founder. In 1825 when ill and paralyzed, he 
was visited by Lafayette. Susannah’s 
ancestor, John Dwight, arrived and found- 
ed Dedham, MA in 1634. 

Minnie’s mother, Effie Thomson, born 
1848, was educated at Salem Academy in 
Leaf, MS, Greene County. She was a teacher 
for many years in Escatawpa. After her 
daughter married, she lived with her and her 
son-in-law in Moss Point until her death in 
1926. She was loved by her grandchildren 
and others very much. 

Minnie married Clarence Leland Couch, 
Sr., known as Duggie, born in Kentucky, 
Dec. 25, 1877. They married in Escatawpa, 
June 1900. Duggie is the son of Richard and 
Fannie Devine Couch. His father, Richard, 
was born in England and his mother in 
Kentucky. They lived in Escatawpa until 
1906, when they bought the old family 
Couch home on Griffin street in Moss Point, 
where Duggie lived as a boy. The home is 


now the residence of Mrs. Eloise Bosarge, 
their daughter. 

They were faithful in the Baptist faith and 
raised most of their children to become 
members in that faith. 

Duggie worked at Dantzler’s lumber mill 
as a talley man. His job was to mark the 
amount of board feet in every piece of lumber 
that came out of the mill band saws. 

In 1919, Duggie and Minnie bought a 
grocery store and a home on Dantzler Street 
near the school. There he stayed in business 
until his death in 1946. Minnie and her son, 
Clarence, Jr., ran it until her death in 1954. 

They lived a full and useful life with eleven 
children and these produced twenty three 
grandchildren. Their children were: Eloise, 
born Dec. 28, 1904, married Henry Bosarge. 
Loren ‘Bud’, born Aug. 25, 1906, married 
Mattie Smith. Hannah, born June 6, 1908, 
married Oliver Ladnier. Nellie, born May 1, 
1910, married Wiley Moody. Katie, born 
Aug. 7, 1912, married: first L.C. Hester, se- 
cond John Reinhardt, third John Schollian 
and forth Bill Deck. Hattie, born Dec. 10, 
1914, married Phillip Warbington. Mary, 
born Dec. 5, 1916, married Albert Bosarge. 
Charles ‘“‘Brother’’, born May 10, 1919. 
Kathleen ‘“‘Sister’’, born on Aug. 31, 1921, 
married Charles Criscione. Clarence, Jr. 
“Man’’, born Nov. 10, 1923. James 
“‘Peewatts’, born Jan. 6, 1929, married 
Jeannie Schollian. 

They are buried in the Griffin Cemetery 
in Moss Point, MS.

COURTNEY, JAMES 
AND NANCY HAVARD

James and Nancy Courtney were residents 
of Jackson County, MS in the 1840s and 
1850s. Nancy Havard, born 1810 in Georgia, 
was the daughter of John and Celia Havard. 
She died between 1850-1860 and is buried in 
Shady Grove Cemetery near her parents. 
Shady Grove Cemetery was originally the 
John Havard Family Cemetery. John was 
the first person buried there about 1834. It 
is believed that James Courtney was born 
in Georgia about 1801. His birth date varies 
on the census records as does his birth place. 
Traditionally, James lived to be 104 years 
of age. He is probably buried in Greene 
County, MS. He was a blacksmith. 

James Courtney and Nancy Havard mar- 
ried about 1826 in Jackson County. In 1836, 
James Courtney and Celia Havard, his 
mother-in-law, owned 159 and 58/100 acres 
located in the North East quarter of Section 
13 of Township 2 South of Range 7 West. 
This land is located in Central Community 
of present George County. The land 
certificate is now owned by the great-great- 
great-great Childress grandson of James and 
Nancy Courtney. On Sept. 1, 1846, James 
and Celia sold the above land to Charles 
Eubanks, another son-in-law of Celia’s. Some 
of Charles and Alley Elizabeth Havard 
Eubanks’ descendants still own some of this 
land. 

Where James and Nancy Courtney lived 
after selling the above property is unknown. 
In 1860, James and his children were still in 
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Jackson County and were probably living in 
the Benndale Community. According to the 
1860 census record, James had remarried 
within the year. Efforts to locate the James 
Courtney Family in 1870 had been unsuc- 
cessful. According to Jim Dickerson, a great 
grandson of James and Nancy, the Courtney 
family did not settle in one place. In 1880, 
James Courtney, age 90, and Ella Courtney, 
age 80, were living with Joseph and Sarah 
Courtney Dickerson in Greene County. It is 
assumed that Ella Courtney was the lady 
James married in 1860 and that there were 
no children born to this union. 


The children of James and Nancy 
Courtney as listed on the 1850 and 1860 cen- 
suses of Jackson County were: (1) Charles 
Courtney, born in 1827. He married Lucinda 
Mizell about 1853. Their children were: 
Susan Ollivan, born in 1855; James Monroe, 
born in 1857; Phillip Bruner, born in 1858; 
and Elisha, born in 1860. It has been said 
that Charles Courtney died of wounds in the 
Civil War, but according to Underwood 
Courtney, a grandson, Charles died in 1862 
of tuberculosis. Following the death of 
Charles, Lucinda and their children moved 
to Washington County, AL to be near her 
people. (2) James Courtney, born in 1829, un- 
traced. (3) William Courtney, born in 1832, 
untraced. (4) David Courtney, born in 1836. 
David married Emma Harriet Howington 
Dec. 5, 1895 in Greene County. She was the 
daughter of Redding and Rowens Childress 
Howington. David and Emma were parents 
of two children: an infant who was born and 
died in 1897, and James who was born in 
March 1899. James was a World War I 
veteran. He later married and reared a large 
family in Tupelo and New Albany, MS. 
David Courtney died June 14, 1929 at age 
93 and is buried in Shady Grove Cemetery. 
Emma Courtney died Nov. 14, 1951, and is 
buried at Johnson Cemetery, Wade, MS. (5) 
Jesse Courtney, born in 1835. He married 
Lucy ?. Their children are unknown. (6) Mary 
Courtney, born in 1841, untraced. (7) Susan 
Courtney, born in 1848, untraced. (8) Sarah 
“Sally”? Courtney, born 1844, married 
Joseph Dickerson, a widower. Their children 
were: Mary Jane, born in 1867, died young; 
Matthew, born Oct. 27, 1873, married 
Hannah Davis; William, born Jan. 18, 1875, 
married Arcolia S. Eubanks; Joseph, born 
Oct. 5, 1877, married Mary Box; John, born 
May 1, 1879, married Julie Davis; Thomas 
Edwin born, Aug. 25, 1880, married 
Katherine ‘‘Kate’’ Eubanks; and Israel D., 
born Nov. 25, 1883, married Kate Ball. (9) 
Martha Courtney, born in 1845, untraced. 
(10) Elizabeth ‘‘Betty’’ Courtney, born in 
1847, untraced. (11) Patsy Courtney, born in 
1849. Untraced. (12) M.J. Courtney, born in 
1849, untraced. (13) Andrew Courtney, born 
in 1849, untraced. (14) Simon Courtney, born 
in 1849, untraced. Whether the above four 
children born in 1849, and with James in 
1860 were quadruples or whether an error 
was made by the census taker in recording 
their age is unknown. Another possibility is 
that all the children did not belong to James 
Courtney. (15) Louisa Jane Courtney, born 
in 1853, married Henry Augustus Ball. 
Their children were: Minerva, born in 1871; 
Mansfield Warren, born 1873; Sarah 
Malinda, born in 1878; Eliza Jane, born in 
1881; Victoria Evelyn, born in 1883; 
Florence Louella, born in 1886; and Norah 
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E., born in 1890, (16) Rebecca Courtney, born 
in 1854, untraced. 

The above family history of the James 
Courtney family has been reconstructed 
from census records and the few family 
records available to the writer. It is very 
possible that there are some errors in the 
original census records and in the writer's 
interpretation of the records. 

Records are on file that reveal the 
Courtney Family to be one of the oldest and 
illustrious families of England and America. 
Members of the family arrived in America 
in the early 1600s. John and Thomas 
Courtney are famous for their work in help- 
ing to establish the Baptist churches 
throughout the South. How James Courtney 
is related to these early immigrants is 
unknown. More research is needed to com- 
plete the family history of this Jackson 
County family.

COWAN FAMILY

The Cowan family, which has deep roots 
in Jackson County, settled first in Madison 
County, then moved to Harrison County and 
later Jackson County. Decatur Douglas 
Cowan became prominent in Government in 
Ocean Springs and Pascagoula. 

Mr. Cowan, a pioneer in education in south 
Mississippi, became familiarly known as 
“Professor D.D."’ Born in Handsboro on 
July 2, 1850, he received a teaching cer- 
tificate from the old Handsboro College. 
After teaching for a time in Harrison 
County, which he represented in the 
Legislature in 1884-88, he moved to Ocean 
Springs, where he became public school prin- 
cipal. When Ocean Springs became an 
incorporated town in 1893, he was elected its 
first mayor, serving for two years while con- 
tinuing as principal. 

In 1896, Mr. Cowan was elected 
superintendent of education of Jackson 
County, serving for nine years. After serv- 
ing a short unexpired term as sheriff, he 
moved to Harrison County, where he went 
into the insurance and lumber business. But 
he always returned to his first love, teaching, 
serving in his later years as principal of the 
Advance Consolidated and Fernwood 
Schools, and teaching at Handsboro and 
Mississippi City. More than a half century 
of work in education won him wide respect. 

Son of pioneer Hansboro merchant Robert 
Clifton Cowan, who had immigrated from 
County Derry, Ireland, to Mississipi in the 
early 1800s, Mr. Cowan got started on his 
teaching career in a one-room public school 
in the Woolmarket community. It was there 
he met Lillian Louise Grayson, whom he 
married in 1879. Miss Grayson was the 
daughter of Anne and Thomas W. Grayson, 
the son of Samuel Grayson, an Englishman 
who was among the first settlers of Jasper 
County. The Hyde family came to America 
from England, also. Thomas Grayson was 
born in Paulding in 1825. He moved to 
Woolmarket prior to the Civil War, and to 
Ocean Springs after the war. Five children 
were born of the Cowan-Grayson union: 
Robert Clifton, Mary Ella, Desiree, Carrie 
Thorne and Decatur Douglas, Jr. Mary Ella 
became Mrs. David Holman; Desiree, Mrs. 
Walter M. Shepherd and Carrie Thorne, Mrs. 
Arthur W. Lang. All are now deceased. 


Clifton, after graduating from the 
University of Mississippi, practiced law in 
Scranton (later Pascagoula), and was elected 
floater representative to the Legislature 
from Jackson and Harrison Counties in 
1904. After moving to Gulfport, he became 
Harrison County prosecuting attorney in 
1910 and in 1919 was elected district at- 
torney for the Coast counties, serving for 
eight years. He did not run for re-election in 
1928, but again sought the office in 1933 and 
was elected, serving until his death in 1945. 
Decatur, Jr. became a railroad agent in 
Mobile, and then a night club manager in 
New Orleans. 

Lillian Grayson Cowan died in 1892 in 
Ocean Springs. Ten years after her death, 
Decatur Douglas Cowan married Mary 
Hermina Jonte. While serving as education 
superintendent, he was required to reside in 
Pascagoula. He lived at the home of John B. 
Delmas, whose daughter Isabella and niece 
Mary Hermina Jonte ran a boarding house. 

Jonte was the daughter of Mary Harriett 
Delmas, daughter of John B. Delmas, and 
Joseph H. Jonte. She was the grand- 
daughter of Captain John Grant, father of 
Mary Elizabeth Grant who was the wife of 
John B, Delmas. She was the granddaughter 
of Valentine Delmas, born in 1789 in 
Pascagoula, and Marie Josephine Krebs 
whom Delmas married in 1812. Marie 
Josephine Krebs was the daughter of Joseph 
Rene Krebs, a son of Hugo Ernestus Krebs, 
a native of Neumagen, Germany, an early 
Pascagoula settler. 

Hugo Krebs was first married to Marie 
Josepha de la Pointe, daughter of Jeanne 
Poluot and Joseph de la Pointe, who came 
to Mississippi from Quebec, Canada. In 
1715, Gov. LaMothe Cadillac of Louisiana 
granted de la Pointe half of Massacre Island 
to be used as a cattle range. A hurricane in 
1717 wiped out most of the Island, with the 
result that the de la Pointes moved to the 
area that became Pascagoula. Thus, the 
Jonte ancestry on the Gulf Coast dates to 
1715, only 16 years following the landing at 
Ocean Springs and Biloxi of the LeMoyne 
Brothers - Pierre, Sieur d’Iberville, Jean 
Baptiste and Sieur d’Bienville. 

Five children were born of the Cowan - 
Jonte union. They include: William 
Murdock, a hotelman who is deceased. 
Morris Joseph, a retired Gulfport 
businessman. Walter Greaves, a retired New 
Orleans newspaper editor and Mary 
Elizabeth Cowan Grishman, a Biloxi 
buisnesswoman. Isabella died in infancy. 
Decatur Douglas Cowan died in January of 
1929 and his widow died in January of 1930. 
Both are buried at Gulfport.
